driving should not drive—and his ac- 
tion has received legal sanction. 

many possible approaches the 
problem protecting people from 
automobile injuries and automobile 
deaths, three would seem stand out 
demanding immediate attention. 
These are: 


The widespread installation and 
use seat belts 

formed who would choose 
with eye interior 
safety design 

The exclusion from our roads 
the drunks and otherwise unfit 
drivers 


Seat Belt Programs 


Let analyze each these and 
try decide who would best able 
out such programs. Let 
start with seat belts. The seat belt 
undoubtedly the most potentially ef- 
fective life-saving device available 
us. Estimates its effectiveness are 
still have never been able 
get enough belts enough people 
involved observed accidents give 
anything more than minimal statis- 
ties. However, know that the 
fornia Highway Patrol study 1958 
(4) showed statistically significant 
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reduction major injuries and 
deaths amounting about percent 
among those wearing seat belts. 
matter what the final figures, all 
studies have shown that seat belts are 
effective, and evident that 
amount interior padding will 
satisfactory the passengers are al- 
lowed fly out the car within 
the striking doors, windows, and 
each other. The seat belt, some 
other type restraint, going 
with for long time. What type 
program and what will get 
seat belt acceptance the driving 

will show that must 
local program, many ways similar 
polio immunization, which will 
finally get the job done. Insurance 
parent-teacher organiza- 
tions, police departments, medical 
groups—all are interested, all will 
help—but strong opinion that 
only state and local health depart- 
ments can give the leadership neces- 
sary for truly effective seat belt pro- 
gram. 


Public Education Program 


The creation informed public 
interior safety design 
also great importance, for the 
beautiful automobile fac- 
tories from this and abroad 
still have manifestly lethal steering 
wheels, anvil-hard dashboards, and 
notoriously unstable seats. Who can 
point out these absurd design features 
most effectively 

All have hoped that would the

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Edueation, and Welfare will take the 
lead. However, without this lead, 
health officers this state are still 
responsible for the safety its citi- 
zens, and should not overlooked 
that all new sold 
the United States are purchased 
within California. Just the creation 
the bill sale new cars sold within 
this state would help. The State De- 
partment Public Health and the 
State Board Public Health their 
role protecting the health and 
safety California citizens could 
help set safety standards for motor 
vehicles sold California. 


Unfit Driver Restriction 


Finally, unfit drivers must re- 
moved from California highways. 
know far too little about defining the 
unfit driver, but most will agree that 
the person driving while 
intoxicated unfit driver. The 
actual exclusion these people not 
public health responsibility, but 
other state and local agencies, such 
the Department Motor 
and the police departments, need sci- 
entific help setting medical stand- 
ards for driver fitness. health 
departments, state and local, can here 
play vital supporting role. 


Action Needed 


Next, let destroy two three 
straw men.

The second straw man, opin- 
ion, that must granted more 
authority before can tackle this 
problem.

action. with any good project, 
start work and work earn- 
estly the creation and administra- 
tion true public health program 
automobile safety, the funds will 
come us. 


The state public health 
planning program could started 
with one cent for each California’s 
7,300,000 motor vehicles (5); ten 
cents per truck ($730,000) 
would allow effective seat belt pro- 
gram. With dollar per truck 
per year, California public health 
officials could predict that their pro- 
grams would effect real reduction 
morbidity and mortality from motor 
vehicle accidents, with vast savings 
life and dollars for the state and 
its citizens. 


Given the problems, given potential 
solutions, would seem that public 
health departments must assume re- 
sponsibility for leadership this 
field. would seem that our great 
need create sense urgency 
among public health workers and 
their many allies consider the auto- 
mobile injury problem tremen- 
than would that many cases ty- 
phoid fever.

what extent are traffic accidents 
public health problem? 


Traffic accidents subtract many use- 
ful years life from California’s 
citizens. the younger popula- 
tion, particularly young men, that 
accidents are most apparent 
major cause death and disability. 
About percent all deaths among 
Californians years old are 
due traffic accidents, which are the 
leading cause death the age 
group years. 1959, there 
were 3,588 killed California and 
least 143,634 injured, about per- 
cent whom probably will perma- 
nently disabled. More than twice 
many are killed accidents 
all the infective and dis- 
eases combined (including polio and 


What can public health contribute? 


Public health can point the need 
for research into the underlying 
vehicle accidents, and can 
suggest the use epidemiologic tech- 
niques, which have been used success- 
fully other public health investiga- 
tion and research. can suggest and 
contribute vigorous health 
tion programs inform the public 
about safety measures which research 
and field tests have proved effective. 
Safety belts and other safety features 
which should built into all automo- 
biles are examples. Many Californians 
have been needlessly disabled killed 
for lack one safety belt costing less 
than $15. Others have permanently 
smashed faces, injury which would 
not have occurred the dashboard 
the car had been padded. 


Besides basic reseach find out 
how prevent accidents and injuries 
and publie education utilize effec- 
tive measures discovered, other 
public health and medical skills 
utilized toward the solution 
substantial number safety 
problems. Here are but few ex- 
amples:

The State Department Public 
Health has the opportunity work 
with the local health departments 
throughout the state. These agencies 
are position carry out health 
education and other activities traf- 
fic safety the community level, 
where they can most effective. The 
state health department, with its med- 
ical staff and its established relation- 
ships with the medical profession, 


also good position work with 
the medical organizations. Medical or- 
ganizations—national, state, and local 
—have made sizable contributions 
the prevention traffic accidents and 
injuries and are very active and in- 
terested the problem. Their activi- 
ties and interest should coordi- 
nated with those state agencies. 

The future traffie safety would 
seem call for broader variety 
technical skills and greater depth 
solid information which 
base preventive action. For ex- 
ample, restriction the driving priv- 
ilege runs into political, social and 
problems considerable 
size, and solid facts are necessary 
basis for actions this sort. The 
addition public health attention 
may the first series contri- 
butions which can open new horizons 
and new approaches the prevention 
automobile injuries and deaths. 
The fact that only new and different 
approaches appear remain speaks 
well for the job already well done 
the agencies with the major responsi- 
bilities for traffic, automobiles, high- 
ways, and drivers. 


Public Health Nursing 
Certificates Granted 


The State Board Health 
granted California health nurs- 
ing 499 registered 
nurses 1960. This number repre- 
sents percent increase over the 
total granted 1959. All but eight 
the nurses have bachelor degrees 
and them have master degrees. 

The certificates were issued 301 
graduates baccalaureate pro- 
grams and 198 nurses who obtained 
their preparation public health 
nursing postgraduates. Most the 
nurses received their education 
California universities and colleges, 
but 176 graduated from institu- 
tions states. Thirty were from 
New York, from Minnesota, 


from Washington, from Colorado, 
and from Ohio. 

The table below shows that the 
number nurses who have obtained 
their preparation health 
nursing through baccalaureate basic 
programs has shown continuing in- 
over the last decade. The num- 
ber who have prepared themselves 
through postgraduate study has be- 
come relatively stable. 

Although 115 more nurses were 
granted certificates last year than 
1959, shortage prepared 
health nurses still exists the State. 
Expanding programs health 
departments well visiting 
nursing services and school health 
programs annually increase the de- 
mand for well qualified public health 
nurses.

According Hartman, this ma- 
chine has diagnosed and cured wide 
variety diseases, from cataracts 
and ‘‘stomach trouble’’ heart dis- 
ease, ulcers, and cancers. also 
claimed the machine would ‘‘build 
natural and acquired immunity 
any disease with which specific organ- 
isms may associated’’ and would 
also kill ‘‘germs’’. Various versions 
this machine sold for $300 $500. 

While the machine harmless, the 
danger its use comes from the fact 
that delay obtaining diagnosis and 
treatment qualified physician 
may cost patients their lives. 

When the Hartman-Franzen-Bil- 
lington case was closed, the San 
Francisco Municipal Court released 
the State Department Public 
Health the machines 
used evidence. The Department 
will use these for education against 
quackery.
